LONDON JEWS’ SOCIETY. 
| ‘The 24th annual meeting of the London Society tor 
promoting Christianity among the Jews was held on 
| the 4th of May, Sir Thomas Baring, M. P., in the chair. 
The Rev. Mr. Cartwright read the Report, from 
which it appeared, that the receipts of the Seciety dur- 
ing the current year amounted to 11,6231. 8s. 5d., 
| which, when compared with the receipts of last year, 
exhibited a decrease of 2,5001. About 7001. arose un- 
der the head of legacies, and when in addition to that, 
it was considered that extraordinary efforts were made 
| the last year, by which an increase was oecasioned in 
the funds amounting to 2,0001., the Committee saw no 
ground for discouragement. ‘The Rev. T. Mortimer, 
on account of his other engagements, had been com- 
pelled to resign the office of Travelling Secretary. 
Ihe Clerical Secretary had been appointed Chaplain 
to the institution. There were thirty boys now in the 
school, six having lett since the last anniversary, and 
six others introduced, There were also thirty-seven 
girls in the school, two having gone out, and two oth- 
ers been received during the year. The smaliness of 
the number was owing to some restrictions which it 
had been thought necessary to introduce last year; but 
there were several ay plicants waiting for the admission 
of their children. ‘Lhe number of Missionaries now 
in connexion with the Society was thirty-four, and 
Your agents were employed at Madras and Calcutta, 
making a total of thirty-eight; of which number thir- 
teen were converted Jews. ‘There were also five 
schoolinasters attached to the Society. On several 
parts of the Continent, the Jews were anxiously ex- 
pecting the approach of the Messiah, and many rabbies 
had declared that only a very short time could elapse 
| before he made his appearance, (World. 


Germany.—A great religious change is taking place 
in Germany. The Bible is read with avidity by the 
Romen Catholics; and the Clergy of this religion are 
in many parts of the country making strenuous efforts 
for the abolition of celibacy, and for liberty to read the 
Mass in German. In various instances they have 
turned Protestants, with a great portion of their flocks. 
But the inost important event is the formation of an 
anti-Papal Catholic community at Dresden, which is 
likely to become the nucleus of a very mumerous sect.

boiled vegetables stand next, as potatoes, asparagus, 
etc. All uncooked vegetables, as salads, are danger- 
ous. Fruits, unless very fine, had better be avoided. 
Strawberries, taken by themselves, or with the addi- 
tion of a little wine, are the least likely to do mischief. 
Pastry, preserves, pickles scarcely need be mentioned 
as requiring a total prohibition. All unusual fatigue 
and exercise; exposure to cold, wet, and to the night 
air should be avoided. ‘The dress should be carefully 
regulated according to the changes of temperature. 
Flannel next to the skin is universally recommended, 
and to those of a more delicate habit is indispensable. 

What we have already said on the subject of venti- 
lation, will make it sufficiently understood that we be- 
lieve the pure air of the country to be more salutary 
during the hot season, than that of a large town. 
While, therefore, itis not indispensable to flee the 
City on the appearance of the Cholera, and while we 
doubt not it will pursue a different course from yellow 
fever, and infect the country if it does the town, we 
should advise those who have the means of selecting 
their residence, to quit the frequented walks of men, 
and seek retirement and sequestration, dyring the pre- 
valence of the epidemic. 

Finally, we recommend a good conscience and a fear- 
less performance of duty, as the best of all preservatives 
against this disorder, It is well known to physicians 
that the most timid are most frequently the subjects of 
epidemic diseases. ‘This is peculiarly the case with 
Cholera, because it affeets the nervous system. We 
therefere strongly urge on our fellow citizens, a perfect 
confidence in the wisdom and goodness of God, and a 
full assurance that those who perform His will by the 
devotion of their labors to the sick and suffering, are 
taking the surest means to escape the attack of this 
disease.

REPORT ON THE CHOLERA, 


Ix Boarv or Atpermes, June 18.—An order pas- 
sed requesting the Consulting Physicians to meet the 
Mayor and Alderman Russell and Binney for consul- 
tation on the best mode to be adopted for the security 
of the inhabitants against the Cholera Morbus, said to 
exist at Quebec and Montreal. 

Ard, P. M. the Board again met, and the Consult- 
ing Physicians made a report respecting the best mode 
for the security of the inhabitants against the Cholera 
Morbus, which was committed to Alderman Oliver, 
Russell, Farnam and Binney. 

The Report of the Physicians is as follows :— 

The Cousulting Physicians of the City of Boston, 
having been requested by the Mayor and Alderman to 





prepare some instructions for the relief of persons at- | 


tacked with the Asiatic Cholera, before Medical ad- 
vice can be obtained, and also for the prevention of 
this Disease, report as follows: 

There are two kinds of the Cholera cases, one exces- 
siveh 
paratively mild. ‘The former requires the iramediate 
use of remedies; the latter may wait the attendance 
and advice of a physician, 

The symptoms of the violent form, are great cold- 
ness, dizziness, sickness of the stomach and vomiting; 
diarrhee, small watery discharges, violent cramps in 
every part, and a livid color of the body. 

The following remedies should be used directly, 
when the symptoms occur :— ; 

Ist. Give for an adult 50 drops of laudnum in a wine 
glass of hot brandy and water, equal parts of each; 
and repeat it every fifteen minutes, until four doses 
have been taken, so as to to give in the whole 200 
drops;—if thrown up repeatthe laudnum in a teaspoon 
full of b ndy. 

21. Apply bags of hot sand to every part of the body 
end limbs of the patient. Large woollen cloths wrung 
out of very hot water may be applied in the same way, 
provided they are kept from cooling. 

31. Make a poultice or paste of common mustard 
mixed in the same way as for ordinary use. Apply 
this hot, over the whole surface of the bowels. 

1. Give an injection made with a gill of starch, ar- 
row-root, or gruel, with one teaspoonful of laudnum in 
it. 

Mitper Form or THe Disease.—This is often pre- 
ceded by a loeseness of the bowels and sickness at the 
stomach.—When these symptoms come on, the pa- 


tient should omit the use of solid food, and take as lit- | 


tle as possible of any thing into the stomach,

Means or Prevention.—Cleanliness, domestic, and 
personal, is of the first importance in the prevention 
of Cholera.

The cholera like 
the small pox is a poison, the susceptibility to which 
in the human constitution depends entirely on these 
accidental causes, and is not, like susceptibility to the 
small pox, apart ofthe very constitution itself. How 
linited this susceptibility is appears from the fact, 
that though the cholera has heen in London, six 
months, there have been but 2000 cases among its 
million of inhabitants. Should it visit this country, 
it is to be hoped that the circumstances and habits of 
the people will render the susceptibiiity to attack still 
more limited. It would be a perversion of these re- 
marks to infer that all the subjects of this disease are 
vicious, since the most virtuous tnay have been debili- 
tated by ill health, or mental effort, and may in that 
way, be prepared to become its victime.

Ainongst the Statutes which have received the Royal 
| Assent in France is a very remarkable one relating to 
jimprisonment fur debt.
